suppose, due to a lack of the genuine 
article, but to Its extreme perishabil- 
ity and the inadequacy of transporta- 
tion. 


The dairy cows of the United States 


produce enough 
milk every day to 


supply two and one-third pints to ev- 
ery man, 
woman and child in the 


country. There are something over 25 
million milk cows on the job of pro- 
duction for our use, and their annual 
output of fresh milk exceeds 90 bil- 
lion pounds, 850 pounds per capita. 


Obviously, everybody does not drink 


or use his daily Quota of fresh milk, 
and to prevent an economic waste the 
surplus production must be utilized 
for the manufacture of more imperish- 
able food commodities. A • survey of 
our dairy industry discloses that only 
one-half of our supply: of fresh milk 
is used as such. The other 50 per 
cent is used for the making of butter, 
cheese, condensed and powdered-milk, 
ice cream and other 
manufactured 


products. 
T Thirty-six per cent, or over 32 bil- 
lion pounds of fresh milk is used for 
butter making, or rather, the cream 


" from that quantity of milk, for it takes 


21 pounds of milk to supply enough 
butter-fat for one pound of butter. 
Here we have the cause of the greatest - 
"waste W-lfesh mllfc/for-a large per- 
centage of the skim milk left from but- 
ter making is not used for human con- 
sumption, but is fed to stock or else 
thrown away. This, in spite of the 
fact that most of the valuable food. 
elements of milk still remain. 


Our cheese factories use over four 


billion pounds of milk each year, for it 
takes 10 pounds of milk to make one 
pound of cheese; but even at that ra- 
tio many dairy farmers find it profit- 
able to deliver practically all of their 
production to the cheese factories, of 
which many hundred 
are scattered 


through the dairy sections of Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota and other lake states. 
So expert have American cheesemak- 
ers become that they now turn out 
many varieties of cheese that are

equal in quality and flavor with the 
imported products from Europe. 


The condensed milk plants take al- 


most five billion pounds of fresh milk 
per annum, and this is reduced in vol- 
ume until two and one-half pounds of 
fresh milk is made into one pound of 
condensed or evaporated milk. When 
made into milk 
powder, it requires 


eight pounds of fresh milk for each 
pound of the powder, and for powder- 
ed cream, 19 pounds of the fresh fluid, 
or almost as much as for making but- 
ter. 


In Oleomargarine. 


Our ice cream plants consume al- 


most four billion pounds of fresh milk 
in the manufacture of ice cream, and 


the oleomargarine factories use 87 mil- 
lion pounds of milk per annum in the 
manufacture of artificial butter. Alto- 
gether,

billion 


pounds of our milk supply are made 
into manufactured products. 


While shortages of fresh milk sup- 


plies occur from time to time in near- 
ly all large industrial 
centers, the 


greatest trouble which the producers 
have to contend with, at certain sea- 
sons 
of the year, is overproduction. 


Milk is about the most perishable 
product wo have, and when green pas- 
tures are available in the Spring and 
early Summer nearly all cows increase 
their milk flow, so that unless this sur-

from slightly over 992,000,000 pounds 
to over 2,000,000,000 pounds, or more 
than 104 per cent. Sweetened condens- 
ed milk was manufactured in 104 fac- 
tories in IS states during 1919, com- 
pared to 9S factories in 14 states in 
1918. 


The sweetened condensed milk In- 


dustry is 
practically confined, in a 


large way, to six states, made up of 
Xew York, Illinois, Wisconsin. Michi- 
gan, Pennsylvania and Vermont, in the 
order given. New York produces well 


milk, with a production in 1919 of 378,- 
514,490 pounds, compared to 126,091,- 
712 pounds manufactured by Wash- 
ington. Altogether the ten states hav- 
ing plants for manufacturing unsweet- 
ened condensed milk product in 1919 
almost 2,000,000,000 pounds of this 
product, or an increase of 30 per cent 
over the preceding year.

Counsel for M. Dumar said that 


the defense would be based upon ! 
justification of facts. 
The lawyers 


said that the statement in the book 
that Mile. Blanche was the "pre- 
ferred rose of the German crown 
prince" was entirely true.

man ana Mile. Blanche then was ex- 
plained by lawyers for the plaintiff. 
Blanche met the ex-crown prince 
when he visited her mother's store. 
The German's eye, ever on the alert 
for vivacious feminity, was caught 
by the beautiful girl.
